C. C. Wine, Hot Springs City At- 
torney A. D. Shelton branded the 
proposed rate schedule as "unjust 
and unfair," and said the com- 
pany has failed ,-to take into ac- 
count lowered interest rates and 
other cuts in expenses. 


"Applicant is draining away its 
« profits by the payment of large 
'earnings on its common, stock; by 
paying a license contract fee to 
thc American Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Co.; and by making all 
its purchases of supplies and ma- 
terials from Western Electric Co., 
thereby eliminating all 
competi- 


tion, resulting in fixed prices and 
monopoly," Shelton said. 


The commission will hear 
the 


company's application Nov. 7 


Thc company is asking for a 


new rate of about 16 percent over 
the present emergency rates gran- 
ted recently by the commission.

Truman Names 
Wallgren to 
Replace Olds 


Washington, Oct. 18 —(/P)—Presi- 


dent Truman today named former 
Gov. Mon C. Wallgren of Washing- 
ton as a member of the federal 
power commission. 


The President, at the same time, 


nominated James M. Mead, for- 
mer Democratic senator from New 
York, to be a member o£ the fed- 
eral trade commission, 


Wallgren was appointed to suc- 


ceed Leland S. Olds, whose nomi- 
nation for a third term on 
the 


power commission 
was 
rejected 


by the senate in one of its major 
rebuffs to the President. The term 
expires June 22, 1954. 


Wallgren's own nomination 
to 
the post of chairman of the nation- 
al security resources board 
was 
shelved last rnarcy by the senate 
armed services committee in an- 
other set back for Mr. Truman. 


The President two months later 


withdrew that nomination. 


Wallgren's new nomination also 
is subject to senate confirmation. 


However, senators who opposed 
him for th eresources board said 
they would have no objection to his 
appointment to another post. 


Both Wallgren and Mead 
are 


former members of the old senate 
war investigating committee which 
was known as the Truman com- 
mittee when it was headed by Mr. 
Truman, then a member of the sen- 
ate.

commission to succeed Garland S.

The nation's steel strike—if there 
is no quick settlment — appeared 
headed to land a staggering blow 
to the country's automobile indus- 
try. 


Many of tf>e 
car 
and 
truck 
makers, their steel supplies dwin- 
dling because of the 
18-day-old 


strike, apparently are faced with 
early shutdowns of three weeks or 
more. 


The shutdowns, which an indus- 
try source said may start early 
next month if steel shipments are 
not resumed by next Monday, will 
make idle several hundred thou- 
sand auto workers. 


The nation's strike idle now is 
about 1,000,000. 


The steel walkout already has 
made idle some 450,000 workers. 
The country's second major labor 
dispute has put 400,000 
soft 
coal 


workers on the strike lines. 
The 
walkout of 16,000 to 
20,000 
CIO 


United Steehvorkers in nine plants 
of 
the 
Aluminum 
Company of 


America started yesterday. 
The steel strike started by work- 
ers in the basic plants Oct. 1 in 
the dispute over free pensions is 
spreading to the fabricating com- 
panies. Hundreds 
of 
fabricators 


which deal with the CIO-USW face 
strikes when their strike deadlines 
expire between now and Dec. 15. 
About 20 fabricators have signed 
ne\v agreements with the 
union. 


The number of fabricators struck 
was not determined. 


In Detroit, a top auto industry 


executive, who asked 
anonymity, 
said x x x "if we keep going arid 
use up all the steel we have «i 
hand it will take three 
or 
four 


weeks to store up enough more to 
permit resumption 
of 
car 
and 


truck output. Shutdowns of three 
weeks or more are inevitable for 
many of the car companies if steel 
does not start to come 
through 
again by next Monday." 


The shutdowns would delay new 
model changeovers by the General 
Motors, Chrysler and p o s s i b 1 y 
Ford. Ford produces some of its 
own steel. 


Government labor officials, how- 


ever, moved to effect settlements 
in both the steel and 
the coal-, 


strikes. 
If they do not succeed, it 
was indicated, President Truman 
will be given the job of trying to
